London, May 22.—The Allied Supreme Council has agreed 
in principle on the terms of an ultimatum to be submitted to 
Germany, it was announced today at the conclusion of the 
morning session. 


Military preparations for an invasion of the Ruhr District 
will proceed so that everything will be in readiness for the ulti­ 
matum. 


Both the French and British delegates were jovial and in 
full accord at the conclusion of the meeting which is taken as 
an indication that the discord so apparent Saturday and Sunday 
has been wiped out. 


Under the ultimatum Germany must pay one hundred and 
thirty-two billion gold marks in reparations. It will also call 
for further disarmament 
The answer of acceptance or rejec­ 
tion must be made on or before May 8th.

survey to destroy the barberry hu*--h, 
which is tho only vegetation which har­ 
bors black rust of wheat in the trans­ 
ition stage from black to red spores. 


Dr. Carleton Ball, who is in charge 
•f Cereal Investigations in Washington, 
ttates that in the past three years 
more than $600,000 has been devoted to 
this work, and while the appropriation 
available this year is none too large, 
the work will begin to count owing to 
the fact that a large territory is now 
free from the barberry bush. 


Every community within hundreds of 
miles of the spring wheat territory 
should be carefully patrolled and in­ 
spected 
periodically, 
because 
even 
where barberry haa been dug out, it 
any 
rootlets are left in the exound, 
they will sprout again and the work 
will have to be done over. 


A bounty is being paid in certain 
counties in Minnesota, hcade'd by a 
fund contributed by fl:e American Steel 
& Wire Company and similar contribu­ 
tions should be made available >o that 
every acre may be reinspectfil annu­ 
ally until ilu- pest is eradicated. 


Castle Has Unique History.
